GRANITE CITY — Jerry 
McKechan has resigned his District 
9.Board of Education seat after serv 
ing less than a year of his four-year 
term 

McKechan, 37, was elected Nov. 4, 
1985, to the board for the first time. 

McKechan read a letter of 
resignation to all board members at 
a special meeting Tuesday. 

“TD LIKE to return to teaching,” 
McKechan told the members. 

He said he wanted to be involved 
with education but preferred to do so 
as a teacher either in District 9 or 





_elsewhere. He said he did not cur- 


rently have a teaching job but would 
now be actively seeking one 


Industrial Park will be lost after

It lists benefits available in 
the city and will also be distributed, 
said Granite City Mayor Von Dee 
Cruse. = 

‘The tax rates quoted in both pieces 
are accurate but incomplete, based 
on information gathered by the 
Press-Record/Journal. The figures 
could be misleading. 

THE CITIZENS’ flier quotes tax 
rates for Nameoki Township and 
Granite City based upon taxes uni- 
que to each area. 

The city’s brochure quotes the 
total tax rate for current residents of 
each area. This includes taxing

VENICE — A $100,000 issue of 
bonds to/ finance fire prevention, 
safety measures and repairs leading 
to energy conservation was approv- 
ed Aug. 21 by the Board of 
Education. 

The school bond issue may raise 
Venice property. taxes between 25 
and 28 cents per $100 assessed valua- 
tion, Schoo] Superintendent Robert 
N. Vickers said. 


THE PROPOSAL‘ will now go to 
the county clerk to determine the tax 
rate necessary to produce sufficient 
funds to repay the bonds over a five- 
year period, the administrator sai 

Voter approval of the measure is 
not required under the Life-Safety 
Act. a 

All aspects of the proposal were 
approved by the state and regional 





Heating bilts will be lower 


For the second consecutive year, 
customers of Illinois Power Co. who 
heat their homes with natural gas 
should receive lower heating bills 
this winter. 

The typical residential customer 
should receive an estimated 4'2 per- 
cent decrease in his or her natural 
gas bill from a year ago, and a 15 
percent decrease since the 1984-85 
heating season. 

‘The decreases are due primarily

THE $100,000 Life-Safety bonds 
will be issued through the First Na- 
tional Bank in Madison in in- 
crements of $5,000 at an interest rate 
of 6.75 percent.

purchased from major pipeline sup- 
pliers. Savings in the purchase price 
of natural gas are passed on to the 
utility's customers through monthly 
billing adjustments. 

For this heating season, October 
1986 through June 1987, Illinois 
Power Company estimates the 
typical residential customer who 
heats with natural gas will use 1,245 
therms of natural gas for an average 
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Repayment will start Dec. 1, 1987, 
and every six months thereafter in 
declining amounts, according to the 
resolution. 

Projects to be accomplishedwith 
the new funds also include a 
sprinkler system, smoke detectors 
and a burglar alarm hookup system 
with the Venice Police Department. 
In other business, the board 
awarded a_contract to Golden 
Amoco Service of Madison to supply 
the district with gasoline for the 
1986-87 school year on a low bid of 
73.9 cents a gallon for regular 
gasoline and 79.9 cents a gallon for 
unleaded gas. 

AMOCO’S BID price was for self- 
service, it was noted. 

A 40-cent higher price per gallon, 
submitted in a bid from Venice Gas 
and Oil Co., which has supplied the 
school district for several years, 
specified full service and a 10-cent 


cost $600.06, or an average montly 
bill of $66.67. 

The average bill for the same 
usage during last year’s (1985-86) 
heating season was $628.54, for an 
average monthly bill of $69.84. In the 
1984-85 heating season, the average 
cost was $704.05 for the nine-month 
heating season or $78.23 per month.

MADISON — School officials on 
Aug. 21 set a tentative budget of 
$6,219,045 for the 1986-87 year, an in- 
crease of $90,945 over last year’s 
$6,128,100 budget: Expenditures 
amounted to $5,038,039. 

The 1985-86. appropriation for 
education was $5,164,100, with actual 
spending totaling $4,424,692. The ten- 
tative new education budget is 
$5,248,545. 

Last year's building fund budget 
was $633,000, with $325,156 spent. 
This year’s appropriation is $643,000. 

The buidling fund increased by 
$10,000, but last year there were no 
expenditures in the vocational 
building segment. A $30,000 provi- 
sion for contingencies was not used.

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If the U.S.’revises taxes, can Illinois be far 
behind? Apparently not. 

Backers of drastic federal tax changes to 
be enacted in September have praised _the 
elimination of many loopholes and deduc- 
tions. The result, they say, will be greater 
fairness as well as lower personal income tax 
rates (15 and 28 percent). ¥ ; 

They predict less tax-related manipulation 
by Uncle Sam. Even when well-intentioned, 
they contend, lawmakers should not help 
some worthy causes by artificially making 
them more attractive, tax-wise, than other 
causes. 

Tt sounds persuasive: no (or fewer) special 
privileges; an “‘even playing surface’’ on 
which all can play the game of life. 

But human nature being what it is, the 
“reformed” law soon will do its own 
manipulating, although in different ways 
than before. 

An example is a bright-as-a-lightbulb idea 
by Illinois Comptroller Roland Burris. Since 
the proposed federal law exempts state in- 
come taxes but taxes state sales taxes, Bur- 
ris wants a bit of Illinois ‘“‘reform” — a 2-cent 
cut in the sales tax and a higher state income 
tax. ‘ 

The comptroller said Aug. 23 his approach 
could save Illinoisans large sums — not a bad 
idea from a campaign standpoint (he is on 
the ballot this fall) or from a practical stand- 
point, either. 

Burris wants to cut the state portion of the 
staté-local sales tax from 5 to 3 cents on each 
dollar of sales. To offset the state treasury’s 
revenue loss, he would increase the in- 
dividual income tax from 2.5 to 3.4375 percent 
and the corporate income tax from 4 to 5.5 
> percent. 

‘As noted, the new U.S. law will outlaw 
deducting-sales taxes but will allow tax- 

ers to deduct state income taxes when 
Biting out their federal returns.

It would be 
especially helpful to stores in state-border 
areas like Granite City. ' 

Mllinois earned $3.1 billion from its sales tax 
in fiscal year 1985 and redistributed $629 
million to municipalities and $430 million to 
counties. From its income tax, it earned $3.4 
billion, with one-twelfth of that going to local- 
level governments. 

Burris said his proposal would make II- 
linois taxation fairer as well as leaving tax- 
payers with more spejiding money in their 
pockets. 

He was speaking as a State official at a 
press conference, rather than as a candidate. 
at a political rally. But his words could serve 
a dual purpose: 

“Tllinoisans are already overtaxed by the 
state administration, and underserved by the 
federal administration (loud applause in the 
background). 

“We rank 49th among the 50 states in 
dollars returned from Washington compared 
to dollars sent. We should change that (more 
applause). 

“The proposed sales and income tax ad- 
justments would be a shift of $1.3 billion”’ go- 
ing directly to Illinoisans (we visualize a 
standing ovation). 

Whether his plan will be adopted is 
unknown. But it could be the key to him ca 
turing a third term as comptroller; it already 
has been endorsed by — wouldn’t you know 
it? — the Taxpayers Federation of Illinois.

Who should set policy?

To the editor: 

During debate on both the Contra 
controversy and South African sanc- 
tions, a fundamental question arose: 
How far should Congress go in get- 
ting involved in foreign policy? 

There is a general feeling — one 
that I share — that it is sound policy 
to let the President supply the 
details and the general outline of 
foreign policy, so long as it is within 
the guidelines which Congress 
believes are sound. 

That is good theory. 

But you, get into very practical 
problems when you start looking at 
speaifics. 

Here are some general areas 
where the majority of the members 
of Congress of both political parties 
disagree with the President: 

® We believe that we should be 
pushing much harder than we have 
for verifiable arms control 
agreements.with the Soviets. 

@ We believe foreign aid should be 
provided to other countries where 
people are in great need, but that 
greater restraint should be used-in 
providing weapons to. other coun- 
tries. A limited weapons policy per- 
mitting nations to defend 
themselves -makes sense, but the 
shift in emphasis from economic 
assistance to weapons assistance is 
unsound. 

@ We believe the administration’s 
refusal to do anything more than 
.. preach pious sermons to the South 
African government alienates us 
from the other African nations, puts 
us on the side of those who will in- 
evitably lose in South Africa, plays 
into the hands of those who are ) 


pushing Communism, and — mgst 
important of all — it does not put this 
nation on the side of justice. 

If we believe the President and his 
administration are wrong in these 
areas, then we have to do some 
nudging, sometimes gently and 
sometimes not so gently. 9 

That's what we have been doing. 

On military aid to the Contras on 
the border of Nicaragua, the Presi- 
dent has had the support of the ma- 
jority of Congress — thanks in part 
to some arm-twisting — but a sizable 
minority of us in both political par- 
ties disagree with him. 

We believe the $100 million we are 
providing-the-Contras-(plus indirect 
costs of more than $400 million) 
results in needless deaths and long- 
term harm to the policy goals of the 
United States. And so we resist that 
policy, so far without success. 

_But there.is a danger in congte- 
sional action in these and other 
foreign policy fields. 3 ° 

Congress can only act witha 
heavy hand. We have to get a ma- 
jority of votes for any policy position 
and that requires changing a few 
words heré, modifying policy there, 
and then passing something thatvis 
not necessarily a good policy 
weapon. Sometimes foreign policy 
has to be carried out quietly 
with great skill and finesse. Cor 
gress has little ability to do anythiiig 
quietly or with great skill and 
finesse. 

The danger is that we will ge’ 
the habit of making a great variet:

There are about 240,000 
households in Illinois which rely on 
public aid grants for support, with 
4,917 of those in Madison County. 

The department now requires 
able-bodied recipients who do not 
have children junder six years of age 
to enroll in Project Chance.

grams such as the one by the St. 
Louis College of Health Careers in 
Granite Ci more than 12,000 
welfare recipients are currently 
enrolled in high-school equivalency 
programs to:get GED certificates. 

The Department of Public Aid also 
provides child care and transporta- 
tion as well as the cost of training for 
welfare recipients in order to get 
them jobs and off the welfare rolls 

It will also subsidize up to 50 per 
cent of the training costs for a 
private employer who hires a reci- 
pient if the employer agrees to keep 
the person on for at least 30 days 
after the training period. 

Public aid spokesman Dan Pitt- 
man said the agency does not im- 
mediately cut off welfare grants to 
recipients after they are hired, but 
gives them time “‘to see how the job 
is going to work out.”

Past arrests usually 
predict future crimes 


¢ How extensive an offender’s prior 
eriminal history is — not the per- 







whether that person will resume a 
criminal career after being released 
from prison, the Llinois Criminal 
Justice Information Authority. said 
in a report released this week. 
Regardless of whether “prior 
criminal history” is defined as the 
number of prior arrests or prior 
state prison incarcerations an of- 
fender has, a strong relationship ex- 











ists between prior criminal history 


and subsequent criminal activity, 
according to the report. 

It said that as the number of prior 
arrests or incarcerations an of- 
fender has. increases, so does the 
likelihood of that person being ar- 
rested or incarcerated again. 

For example, among offenders in 

the Authority’s study who had 11 or 
more arrests in their prior criminal 
histories, 77 percent were arrested 
at least once during the 27 to 29 mon- 
ths following their release from 
prison. 
By comparison, 64 percent of the 
offenders with 7 to 10 prior arrests 
and60 percent of those with 4 to 6 
prior arrests were arrested -again 
Among offenders with 1 to 3 prior ar- 
rests, the percentage rearrested. 
within 27 to 29 months dropped to 40 
percent 

Similar results were found when 
the number of prior incarcerations 
and frecidivism were analyzed 
Seventy-six percent of the offenders 
with three or more prior state prison 
incarcerations were arrested at 
least once during the 27-29-month 
follow-up period. Sixty-six percent of 
the offenders with two prior in- 
carcerations and 53 percent of those 
with only one prior incarceration 
were arrested. 

The study did uncover differences 
in recidivism rates among offenders 
having different demographic or 
criminal history variables. For ex- 
ample, offenders age 17 to 20 were 
more likely to be rearrested or rein- 
carcerated than were persons age 21 
or older. 

Similarly, black offenders who 
were single when they entered 
prison and those who had a history of 
property crimes-were more likely to 
resume criminal activity than were 
white, married or predominantly 
violent offenders. 
hese difference 
however, Authority found t 
none of the demographic or criminal 
history variables strongly affected 
the basic relationship between prior 
criminal history and recidivism. 
Regardless of whether the offender 
was young or old, black or white, or 
a property or violent criminal, the 
best indicator of future criminal ac- 
tiyity was still prior criminal 
history, the report said. 

For example, it found that of- 
fenders in the oldest age group, 31 
and older, who had the highest 
number of prior arrests, 11 or more, 
were more likely to be rearrested 
than younger offenders with less ex- 
tensive~ criminal histories, even 
though younger offenders as a whole 
tended to be rearrested more often. 

Offenders with seven or more 
prior arrests, regardless of their 
age, were much more likely to be 
rearrested than persons with fewer 
than seven prior arrests. 

“Our findings about the impact of 
prior criminal history on recidivism 
are significant for two reasons,” 
said J. David Coldren, the 
Authority’s executive director. 
“First, they show that past 
behavior, not some type of 
demographic profile, providés the 
best clue about the likelihood of an 
offender returning to crime after be- 
ing released from prison. 

“And ‘second, since offenders’ 
criminal histories are so important 
inepredicting future criminal activi- 
t¥, our findings highlight the fact 

tt the rap sheets of repeat of- 
f@nders must be available to 
criminal justice’ decision-makers 
afd must contain accurate and com- 
te information,” he said.

© 324 of the 539 offenders in the 
sample, or roughly 60 percent, were 
arrested at least once during the 
follow-up period. These 324 of- 
fenders were responsible for 775 new 
arrests, or an average of more than 
two per offender; 19 percent of the 
repeat offenders were arrested four 
or more times during the follow-up 
period. 

® 53.4 percent of the post-release 
arrests involved property crimes, 
25.5 percent were for violent crimes 
and 10.2 percent were for drug 
offenses. 

® 41 percent of the peopie in the 
sample, or 222 offenders, were in- 

carcerated in state prison at least 
once during the follow-up period 
These 222 accounted for 273 new 
state prison admissions; nearly 20 
percent of the repeat offenders were 
icarcerated two or more times dur- 
ing the follow-up period. 

Coldren said the Authority's study 
illustrates the types of repeat of- 
fenders the system must deal with 
He said the latest report contains 
“criminal biographies" of some of 
the 539 offenders being studied. 

One of those offenders began his 
adult criminal career at age 17 with 
a burglary arrest. This was followed 
over the next five years by arrests 
for increasingly severe offenses — 
weapons violations, theft, armed 
robbery and murder. 

Between his arrest and incarcera- 
tion for the last two crimes, the man 
was arrested four more times, twice 
for attempted murder and twice for 
actual or attempted armed robbery. 

Just 16 months after completing 
his murder sentence, the offender 
was arrested again for armed rob- 
bery, kidnapping and armed 
violence. Following his conviction on 
thosé Charges, he was sentenced to 
40 years in prison.

Twice a veteran, 
to reform agency 


Adlai Stevenson has presented a 
$400 check to Michael - Ferguson, 
chairman of the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial Committee, to help the 
fund construct a memorial in Spr- 
ingfield to-Hlinois veterans of the 
war in Vietnam. ° 

Stevenson, candidate fer gover- 
nor, who served as a Marine Corps 
tank platoon commander in both 
Japan and Korea, made the donation 
in the name of Arthur Gene Richard- 
son,of Kirkland, the first _Ilinois 
Marine killed in the Vietnam Way. 

“TIlinois owes its veterans a debt 
of gratitude,’ Stevenson said to a 
Veterans Day gathering at the Il- 
linois State Fair. ‘‘With thanks to all 
the veterans of Illinois, I present my 
check to place the name of Arthur 
Gene Richardson on the Vietnam 
Memorial in Springfield.” 

Richardson, a lieutenant in the 
First Marine Division, died when his 
helicopter was. downed during a 
search and rescue operation near 
DaNang on Oct. 8, 1963. : 

Stevenson, who also served in the 
First Marine~Division, said he felt 
“a special kinship’ with Richard- 
son, ‘‘a fellow Marine who grew up 
in Kirkland near my own home in 
Hanover.” 

“T want Illinois to be grateful to its 
veterans, not just at parades and 
fairs but every day of the year,” 
Stevenson said. “‘It is time Illinois 
had a governor who will take the 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
away from the politicians and give it 
to the veterans.”’

Teen drunk driving is a complex 
issue — it involves the problems of 
both drunk driving and under-age 
drinking. This is a dangerous com- 
bination because, at the teenage 
level, drinking is experimental and 
driving is inexperienced. 

Though parents may want to 
believe their children aren't drink- 
ing, the fact is that many young peo- 


ple first sample alcoholic beverages — 


(beer, wine and liquor) while still in 
their teens. A survey by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion reveals that, of teenagers inter- 
viewed between-the ages of 15 and. 
19, 50 percent participated in events 
where alcohol was present during 
the month prior to the survey. 

This is not to say that teeangers 
are drinking more today than in the 
past. On the contrary, reported 
alcohol consumption among high 
school students has remained about 
the same over the past 10 years. 

Yet the problem exists. And 
though there are no easy solutions, 
there are steps to take to reduce 
teenage drunk driving 

According to the American Coun- 
cil on Alcoholism, the most effective 
means of prevention is education. 

“Education on the topics of 
alcohol use, abuse and alcoholism is 
currently the best known method to 
create a knowledge base upon which 
a young person can make responsi- 
ble decisions about drinking in the 
future,” aceording to information 
provided by the council. 

By making them aware of the 
facts about alcohol now, one can 
help assure that teens make the 
right decisions about drinking in the 
future. 

Perhaps the most important fact 
to know is that there are equivalent 
amounts of alcohol — about a half 
ounce — in standard servings of 
beer, wine and liquor. Standard ser- 
vings are a 12-ounce can of beer, a 
five-ounce glass of wine, and 1%

Alcohol equivalency is supported 
by such groups as the American 
Automobile Association, the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 

inistration, and the National In- 

ute on AlcoholAbuse—and 
Alcoholism. In addition, the 
equivalency message is included in 
the driving manuals of 36 states. 

Still, according to a survey con- 
ducted by Market Opinion Research 
in November 1985, only 59 percent of 
Americans know the fact of alcohol 
equivalency. 

One reason why this percentage is 
not higher is the myth that beer and 
wine are not alcohol. Dispelling this 
myth is vital to the safety of young 
consumers, as beer is the alcohol 
beverage of choice among teenagers 
and young adults. The lesson of 
alcohol equivalency is that modera- 
tion is a practice, not a beverage 
type. 2 
Just as essential as the knowledge 
of aleohol equivalency is the need to 
“know your limits.”’ This means that 
a person should know and observe 
the legal drinking limit as well as 
one’s own personal drinking limit. 

Legal intoxication is determined 
by a person’s blood alcohol concen- 
tration level (BAC), that is, the per- 
cent of alcohol present in that per-

son’s blood. An individual’s BAC is 
determined by: the amount of 
alcohol consumed, body weight, the 
time during which the alcohol was 
consumed, and the amount and type 
of food consumed. 

The legal limit in most states is .10 
percent. Therefore, a driver whose 
BAC level is at or above this limit is 
presumed by law to be driving while 
intoxicated. 

The legal limit may vary from an 
individual's safe, personal limit, 
particularly in the case of the young 
consumer whose personal limit is 
likely to be less due to his lack of 
driaking experience: Naturally, the 
safest t is not to drive. after 
drinking. 

By discussing these basic facts 
about alcohol with teenagers and 
setting a good example for them, one 
can help save lives. 

‘Thanks to increased public con- 
cern about drunk driving, alcohol 
education programs have been im- 
plemented in schools and com- 
munities across the country. Groups 
such as SADD (Students Against 
Driving Drunk) and BACCHUS 
(Boost Alcohol Consciousness Con- 
cerning the Health of University 
Students) are helping teenagers and 
young adults recognize the dangers 
of drunk driving and alcohol abuse.

The birdbath scene came from the 
fingers of a teacher who spends the 
rest of the year with fifth-graders. 
The maker of mountains is an SIUE 
junior who aspires to become a film 
animator. Both learned computer 
graphics programming techniques 
in a SummerArts '86 workshop of- 
fered by the School of Fine Arts and 
Communications. 

Associate Professor C. Otis 
Sweezey guided them, along with 12 
others, through the fine points and 
big pictures of which computers are 
capable. The workshop students 
created their designs, then used the 
computer to write the proper 
programs. 

Commercial programs are 
available to preduce computer- 
generated art work. Sweezey provid- 
ed higher_goals, designing ways to 
express images and ideas beyond 
the competence of existing pro- 
grams. The tool was hardly exotic, 
since the computer language was 
BASIC, while the hardware bore 
such well-known trademarks as IBM 
XT, MacIntosh, and Mindsets. 

According to Sweezey, the 
workshop emphasized computer 
programming as a creative process.

Steve 
Gibbs from Cottage Hills, a designer 
with University Graphics with a 
BFA in painting, also found his first 
exposure to computer graphics in 
the workshop. Gibbs’ motive was 
simple; he “‘just wanted to take it for 
myself.”’ Since his job does not have 


computers for art generation 
available, he turned to the 
workshop. c 
He was surprised. “I’m amazed 
that it was so easy,” Gibbs said, ad- 
ding, ‘I’m learning to communicate 
with a computer. In the future, I'll 
think of illustration jobs on another —— 
level, as far as application to a 
computer: z 
Granite City’s Diana Kinder is 
already a senior committed to her 


-art major: She was filling her need 


for a “300 studio level” course. But 
she also recognized a’need for some 
computer literacy. Though she had 
never touched one of the machines 
before the workshop, she points out; 
“J don’t have too much computer 
fright now.’” 

Her newly acquired skill will com- 
plement her interests in 
photography and more conventional 
graphics, leading to a job in adver= 
tising after graduation.
